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In the last ‘‘Fire Plug"’ we list- 
ed some simple rules for saving 
your life, one of which was home 
fire drills. It was stated in the 
column to call the fire depart- 
ment, do not be a hero in trying 
to put out the fire. 

This does not preclude the in- 
cipient fire. One should plan his 
own means of extinguishment. If 
a fire is in the oven, merely close 
the oven door and the fire will 
quickly be extinguished. 

If the fire is in a room or in 
a closet, tightly close the door 
so as to retard its spread. 

Be familiar with the various 
types of extinguishers and their 
operation. The soda-acid, pres- 
surized water, CO2 and dry chem- 
ieal extinguishers. each operate 
in a different manner. All mem- 
bers of the family should be 
trained in their use. The dis- 
charge time of all extinguishers 
is so short that they may become 
empty before an inexperienced 
person learns how to operate 
them. 

On the market today are highly 
advertised miniature fire ex- 
tinguishers. Some of these are 
of doubtful value and in some 
cases may cause a waste of valu- 
able time by using them. Do not 
purchase any extinguisher which 
does not have on it the label of 
the Underwriters Laboratory or 
the Factory Mutual Laboratories. 
For home use the cost of two or 
more extinguishers may be pro- 
hibitive to some people. As an 
alternate, a 50 foot length of % 
inch garden hose may be pur- 
chased and an adjustable spray 
or fog nozzle attached to it. In 
fact, the ordinary adjustable hose 


nozzle can be used quite effec- 


tively. 

Remember, though, we are 
speaking of incipient fires. Al- 
ways call the fire department— 
no matter how small the fire. 
The fire department is always 
ready to answer any questions 
you may have regarding your 
safety. Do not hesitate to call 
them for an answer; they are the 
pros in this business.
